

Plane crash tragedy 


Tributes paid to young dad killed when aircraft plummets into field 


A FLYING enthusiast from Harlow 
was one of two people killed when a 
light aircraft crashed into a field off 
the A414 and burst into flames. 

Passenger Simon Chamberlain, 29, 
died in Saturday afternoon’s crash 
near Chelmsford. The plane was being 
flown by experienced British Airways 
pilot Andrew Sully, who came from 
Writtle. He also lost his life. 

The wreckage of the Yak-52 training 
plane has been taken away for investi¬ 
gation. 

Mr Chamberlain, pictured right, lived 
off Cambridge Road and would have 
been 30 next month. He leaves a wife, 
Lizzie, and 19-month-old son. 

His family said in a statement: “Lizzie 
has lost her best friend and soulmate. 
His son, Charlie, who will be two years 
old in August, has lost his father and 


his parents, Paul and Steph, have lost 
a loving son. 

“We love him more than anything - 
the world. Our hearts also go out to 
the other person involved in this trag¬ 
edy. 

“We know that you will respect the 
fact that we now need time to grieve 
and give us the space to heal.” 

The plane, a Yak-52 training aircraft, 
had taken off from North Weald 
Airfield where Mr Chamberlain was 
volunteer secretary and trustee of the 
airfield museum. 

Onlookers said it appeared to be 
attempting a mid-air somersault 
shortly before it ‘nose-dived’ straight 
into the ground near Cooksmill Green 
and burst into flames. 

Firefighters reported that when they 
arrived at the crash scene the plane 


was “completely alight”. Five 
fire and rescueservice units - 
including two from Chelm¬ 
sford and one from Colchester 
- attended the scene. 

Investigators from the Air 
Accident Investigation Branch 
are looking into the cause of 
the crash. 

The Yak-52 is a Soviet train¬ 
er aircraft which first flew in 
1976. It was originally design¬ 
ed as an aerobatic trainer for 
civilian aerobatic pilots and 
military pilots. 

Since the early 1990s and the 
fall of the Soviet Union, many 
Yak-52s have been exported to the 
West. Of around 1,800 produced to 
date, most now fly in the UK, USA, 
Australia and New Zealand.

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Second fire hero 
describes mum’s 
dramatic escape 
from house blaze 

AN aerial contractor who helped a 
young mother escape from her 
burning home has spoken of his part 
in the rescue. 

Norman Mitchell, 60, of Churchfield, 
Harlow, had just finished work at a 
house nearby and was passing the 
building where Robyn Jeffery and her 
baby son Harley were trapped on the 
first floor. 

As reported in last week’s Star, 
17-year-old Robyn threw her baby into 
the arms of Bethan Woolford, who was 
standing beneath the window. But as 
Robyn was preparing to jump herself, 
Mr Mitchell arrived with a set of 
ladders which she was able to climb 
down. 

This week Mr Mitchell told the Star: 
“I had just finished a job at Felmongers 
and was driving away when someone 
waved me down as I was at the 
junction and I parked up. We ran 
around the building and all I could see 
was black smoke. I could not believe

how much smoke was coming from the 
house.” 

He added: “The lady was hanging out 
of the window with her baby. She 
dropped him and the other lady 
caught him - they both did really well. 

“She said she would jump but she 
would have broken everything and she 
wouldn’t have managed to make it 
through the house because of the thick 
smoke. I got my ladder and put it in a 
nice place where she could get on it 
and climb down. 

“She walked down forwards rather 
than backwards and she did very well. 
She came down, we walked around the 
side and then the fire engines turned 
up.” 

Mr Mitchell left the scene before 
Robyn was able to find out his name. 

“I had another appointment to go to. 

I told her I had to go and made my 
way,” he said. “I just did it. I had the 
ladder and it was fate. In situations like 
that you just do it.”

STAFF at a children’s nursery 
in Harlow returned after the 
weekend to find vandals had 
broken toys, smashed plant 
pots and destroyed plants. 

The damage at Smiles Mont- 
essori Pre-School, in The 
Fairway, is believed to have 
been caused by a group of 
youths who climbed over a 
brick wall to get into the play¬ 
ground. 

Children at the nursery had 
recently finished planting sum¬ 
mer flowers in their classes 
before the vandals struck on 
Saturday, March 22. 

Kelly Mair, room leader at the 
nursery, said: “We got in on the

Monday morning and went to 
unlock the garden ready for the 
children to play in when we saw 
the damage. 

“It was trashed. They had 
thrown stuff across the garden, 
it was just a mess. 

“There are some things we 
have managed to put back 
together, like some of the toys 
which is good. Once we put 
them back together they were 
still able to be used by the chil¬ 
dren. 

“But the plants and plant pots 


were smashed. The children 
had just planted them all so we 
will be doing them again as 
soon as we can because they 
were really excited about seeing 
their plants and flowers grow.” 

She added: “There was soil 
everywhere and it took us a 
good hour to clean everything 
up. 

“It was sad to see really but we 
kept the children inside and 
tried to have everything clean¬ 
ed up as soon as.”

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Tories have no plan to tackle 
the rising costs of childcare 

SIR, Parents could be forgiven for 
thinking they are in for a £2,000 subsidy 
on their childcare costs under plans 
announced by the Government last 
week. 

While any new money to help families 
facing soaring childcare costs is 
welcome, this Coalition con should not 
fool mums and dads in Harlow. 

Childcare costs have risen by 30 per 
cent since 2010 - five times faster than 
wages. Despite the struggle this is 
causing families, David Cameron has no 
plan to tackle the rising cost of childcare 
before the next election. 

Alongside higher prices, parents 
suffering a cost-of-living crisis are seeing 
fewer childcare places available and 
reduced support from the Government. 
By 2015 it will have reduced support for 
children and families by up to £15bn. 

Labour has a very clear offer for all 
working parents of three-four year-olds 
and for all primary school age children. 
We will extend free nursery provision 
from 15 to 25 hours a week for working 
parents with three and four year olds. 

We will also introduce a Primary 
Childcare Guarantee to help parents 
manage the logistical nightmare of 
arranging before and after school care. 
These plans are on top of the 
Government’s scheme and would benefit 
all parents in work. 

In contrast, just one in five families will 
receive help through tax-free childcare 
and they would have to spend £10,000 
per year per child to get the maximum 
£2,000 figure. Even then, this help won’t 
come in until after the election. 

That’s no help on childcare for five 
years from the Conservatives. Instead, 
ministers have presided over soaring 
costs and cut tax credits for thousands of 
families, meaning even when this help 
comes in most families will still be worse 
off than they were in 2010. 

This offer just doesn’t make up for how 
much more families are paying for 
childcare under David Cameron. 

Labour is on the side of local families 
and would put an end to childcare 
holding back mums and dads.

Parking permits an easy way 
for the council to raise cash

decision by Harlow Council to raise the 
price of residential parking permits and 
question the way in which it now views 
the whole scheme.

The whole scheme has become a sham 
and the council cannot justify this 
stealth tax upon a limited portion of 
Harlow residents without doing a great 
deal more in the affected areas to ease 
the parking problems.

difficulties faced in those areas. 

Unfortunately it seems that attitudes 
have changed since the passing of the 
town charter and the whole idea of 
Harlow being a total community working 
with and for the people of Harlow.

Fesants Croft Harlow 
SIR, Harlow Council, by its own 
admission, lacks any experience over the 
past 25 years of building houses, yet it 
has approved the construction of seven 
within yards of a busy highway. 

The planning department did not 
provide any information on the potential 
carcinogenic effects or noise pollution to 
local residents before a vote was taken on 
the plans. 

The residents of Fesants Croft were, and 
still are, opposed to these houses being 
built at that location. We are not against 
the building of two-bedroom houses in 
an appropriate location, but a few 
existing trees will not purify the air or 
nulify the sound from the huge volume of 
vehicles the residents of these seven 
houses will be subjected to. 

It has also emerged the council wants to 
bulldoze a further 13 garages in Fesants 
Croft. Within the past two months 
repairs have been carried out to some of 
these garages at great cost to the council. 

If these 13 garages are destroyed the 
council will lose a potential income of 
£55,432 over a period of 10 years. 

Finally, the council didn’t plan any 
access to the site for the builders or their 
vehicles directly from First Avenue. All of 
the construction vehicles will access the 
site via a crowded single road and cul-de- 
sac full of residents’ cars.

Stroke at 29 inspires 
Carina to get healthy 


A SLIMMING club consultant who 
suffered a stroke when she was just 29 
years old is hoping to inspire others 
to embark on a healthier lifestyle. 

Carina Trickey, 31, of The Hides, suf¬ 
fered a stroke in March 2012 while 
planning her wedding to husband 
Steve. It was the catalyst to get herself 
back to a healthy weight with the help 
of Slimming World and eventually 
inspired her to start her own group. 

“I was suddenly aware of my own 
mortality and how much I’d neglected 
my health for the sake of conveni¬ 
ence,” said Carina.

She added: “I had the typical image 
of slimming groups and patronising 
group leaders who humiliated you in 
front of others.

Postman binned mail because he did not 
like his job and wanted to finish work early 


A POSTMAN who threw 
away hundreds of letters at 
a recycling depot in Harlow 
because he did not like his 
job and wanted to finish 
work early has avoided a jail 
sentence. 

Chelmsford Magistrates 
Court was told James 
Misselbrook, 22, of Albert 
Gardens, Harlow, also 
threw away mail in his own 
dustbin at home and kept 
others in his garden shed 
and car ready for disposal. 

Misselbrook pleaded guilty 
to intentionally delaying 
1,983 postal packets bet¬ 
ween September 11 and 
November 24 last year and 
to an offence of stealing 
1,500 packets between the 
November 1 and 24. 


He was given a 12-month 
community order and told 
to complete 150 hours of 
unpaid work. 

The court was told 
Misselbrook had only been 
a postman in Brentwood for 
five months when the 
offences came to light. 

Shelley Webster, prosecut¬ 
ing, said that on November 
22 Royal Mail customer ser¬ 
vices were contacted by an 
employee at the household 
waste recycling depot in 
Templefields after workers 
there found a bag contain¬ 
ing mail packets. 

Misselbrook was inter¬ 
viewed by Royal Mail inves¬ 
tigators and his property 
searched. Two pouches of 
bundles of mail were found 


in his car, four in his garden 
shed and five in a dustbin. 
He said he had planned to 
dump them. 

Only two letters had been 
opened and there was no 
suggestion the defendant 
had stolen any of the con¬ 
tents. 

He said he did not particu¬ 
larly enj oy the j ob he did but 
he needed the money. He 
added he wanted to get off 
work at 1.30pm. 

In court, Misselbrook said 
he regretted what he had 
done. “I was not in a good 
place; I had just left the mil¬ 
itary where I knew what 
missing home was like and 
prior to joining Royal Mail I 
had a baby boy,” he told the 
magistrates. 


“I was finding myself 
working from early hours in 
the morning until late after¬ 
noon or early evening due 
to the fact I was doing dif¬ 
ferent walks every day 
which I didn’t particularly 
know. I was just finding it 
hard to be away for such a 
long day.” 

He added that travelling 
from home to Brentwood 
was costly and he wasn’t 
earning much. 

The court heard that in 
June 2012 Misselbrook left 
the RAF because of a knee 
injury which coincided 
with his partner’s pregnan¬ 
cy. He was earning £325 a 
fortnight with Royal Mail 
and was struggling finan¬ 
cially.

Air ambulance service evolves 
with fast response car teams

INJURED and critically ill people 
in Hertfordshire and Essex now 
benefit from an extended service 
operated by the air ambulance 
trust. 

During the hours of darkness on 
Friday and Saturday nights - when 
the service’s helicopters are 
grounded - a specialist doctor/ 
paramedic team will aid patients 
via a dedicated fast response car. 

The new cars were unveiled at 
the CEME Conference Centre in 
Rainham, Essex, last Wednesday. 

The dispatch process and crite¬ 
ria for the response cars will be 
exactly the same as that for the 
helicopter service. They will carry 
full life-saving equipment and 
drugs enabling them to continue 
to offer the most appropriate and 
advanced emergency department 
level of care at the scene. 

However, unlike the helicopters, 
the cars are not weather depend¬ 
ent and will, therefore, improve 
the resilience of the service. 

Ben Myer, deputy clinical man¬ 
age for the Essex & Herts Air 
Ambulance Trust, said: “The pro¬ 
cess of car selection started over a 
year ago and has involved an 
extensive trial period and search 
for suitable vehicles that meet the 



required criteria for safety, storage 
space for medical equipment, 
security, comfort, and of course, 
responsiveness and handling. 

“This resulted in the charity pur¬ 
chasing two Vauxhall Insignia 
VXR’s fitted with state-of-the-art 
blue lights and bespoke livery. 


Dr Adam Chesters, who is 
responsible for clinical research 
and training at the trust, said: 
“Deploying a car-based doctor/ 
paramedic team is an exciting 
evolution of the service that will 
allow us to continue to provide 
advanced care to our patients, 


even when the helicopter is not 
available. 

“We are excited to be able to use 
this extended service as we con¬ 
tinue to train new doctors and 
paramedics as part of a national 
training initiative for pre-hospital 
medical care.” 


Telephone fraudsters 
target more victims 

DETECTIVES in Essex have repeated their 
warnings about telephone fraudsters after 
attempts were made to scam 21 more people in 
less than 24 hours. 

In the latest incidents the callers targeted 
people living in the south of the county but in 
the past they have struck in both Harlow and 
Epping. 

Twenty of the intended victims quickly 
realised they were the targets in the long- 
running scam, but in one case a man was 
tricked into handing over his credit and bank 
cards and about £2,500 was withdrawn from a 
local ATM machine. 

In all cases the caller claimed to bea police 
officer who said the victims’ bank cards had 
been cloned or that suspects had been arrested 
in possession of stolen bank cards. 

Detective Chief Inspector Paul Maleary, who 
is leading the investigation into the frauds, 
said: “These criminals are having a significant 
impact on some of the most vulnerable 
members of our society and sadly no 
individual is immune from this type of fraud. 

“These thieves keep varying their stories and 
trying different tricks to encourage people to 
hand over bank details or large sums of cash. 
Fortunately our intensive media campaigns 
warning of this scam have been working well 
and the majority of people quickly hang up or 
tell the tricksters to go away in no uncertain 
terms.” 

He added: “We urge all relatives and friends 
of elderly people to make sure that they are 
extremely wary of any callers claiming to be 
police officers or bank officials who want bank 
cards, PIN number or large sums of cash which 
they claim need to be forensically examined. 

“All their claims are absolute rubbish because 
the police and banks would never ask for 
details over the phone then send a courier to 
collect cards or cash.” 

More than 100 people in Essex have been 
tricked out of money since the scam first came 
to light in January last year.

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Safety patrols 
in ‘sponsor us’ 
plea to firms 


A RESCUE package offering businesses 
the opportunity to sponsor Harlow’s lol¬ 
lipop patrols has been tabled as a way to 
save the “incredibly important” service. 

Potter Street lollipop lady Jane Chivrall 
urged the business community to “show 
their support” for the scheme before 
they put their case to Essex County 
Council. 

She said: “The vision of school patrols 
needs to be bought into the 21st century. 
We need to protect this important ser¬ 
vice.” 

Supported by Harlow MP Robert Halfon, 
Ms Chivrall and the town’s other lollipop 
patrollers are hoping the idea will help 
save the service. 

Schools with patrols on zebra or pelican 
crossings will have to pay £5,860 a year if 
they want to keep their lollipop person. 
The county council is also operating a 
recruitment freeze on vacant routes 
while it is carrying out consultations. 

Mr Halfon raised the issue in the House 
of Commons at the end of last week when 
he asked if the Government would con¬ 
sider using alternative sources of funding 
such as the education budget “so that we 
can support hard-working Harlow lolli¬ 
pop men and women?”

He asked Leader of the House of 
Commons Andrew Lansley to raise the 
matter with other departments and 
tabled a parliamentary motion on the 
subject 

Mr Halfon has also written to schools 
minister David Laws calling for alterna¬ 
tive budgets to be used to safeguard the 
service. 

In his letter he wrote: “Headteachers 
from both schools [Potter Street Academy 
and William Martin Primary] have spo¬ 
ken out against this consultation and 
many parents have contacted me with 
concerns, Over 200 Harlow residents 
have signed a petition against it. 

“I am also interested to know if there is 
any provision in the education budget for 
funding such a valuable resource as their 
presence is so beneficial? 

“Harlow’s road traffic patrollers are 
extremely important to Harlow as a com¬ 
munity and do an incredibly important 
job in making sure that our young school 
children get to school safely.”

VOLUNTEERS whose horti¬ 
cultural efforts added a splash 
of colour to a Harlow estate 
have voiced their disgust after 
the plants were stolen.

Scouting families united by marriage 


I T was a love story with a difference for 
Harlow resident Christine Selling, 
whose story joined two big Scouting 
families. 

Mrs Sellings, of Radburn Close, spotted 
her father, Roy Yates, who was scout 
leader and assistant district 
commissioner at the time, at the front of a 
photo of the Scouts’ fundraising walk in 
1971 published in Nostalgia. 

Also in the photo is her brother, Richard 
Yates aged 13, who was also a scout. 
Christine wrote: “Roy, who is now 83 and 
living in Norfolk remembers the day with 
fond memories and thinks that they did 
reach the £2,000 target and my brother 
who is now 55 lives in Australia.” 

It is no surprise that Christine spotted 
some of her family members in the 
photograph. Her family have a long 
history with the Scouts after her father 
joined the group during the Second World 
War. 

She added: “We moved to Harlow in 
1958 and when my brother Richard was 
old enough, he joined the Cubs and went 
on to the Scouts. 

“In 1968, Richard told dad that they were 
looking for scout leaders, so he started 
helping out and finally became skip of the 
16th Harlow Scout Group. My mum 
Barbara soon followed suit becoming 
Akela in the 16th Harlow Cub Scouts, not 
to be outdone and needing help in the 
cubs I soon joined, becoming Baloo. 

“It seemed the case of ‘if you can’t beat 
them join them’.” 

Christine’s family soon became friends 
with another local family, the Sellings, 
who also had a long history in Scouting. 
Both Christine’s parents Richard and 
Barbara became good friends with Eric -

leader of 2nd Harlow and, at one point in 
his Scouting career, assistant district 
commissioner of both the Scouts and 
Venture Scouts - and Edna Sellings, Cub 
leader at 2nd Harlow and assistant Cub 
leader at 16th Harlow. 

“The Sellings son fames was also in the 
Cubs, Scouts and the Venture Scouts until 
joining the Army in 1970. 

“Both families enjoyed many Scout 
camps home and abroad together, visiting 
Holland on many occasions and forming 
great friendships with the Dutch scout 
movement,” Christine said. “In 1971 on a 
Scout camp at Risden Park, I met Eric and 
Edna’s son jim who was on leave. To the 
great delight of both set of parents we 
started courting and married in 1974, 
thus bringing the two great scout families 
together. 

“After leaving the army and on the 
sudden death of his father Eric in 
December 1974 jim took over the running 
of Heracles Venture Scout Extension 
Group for the disabled, which his father 
had founded along with the actor John 
Savident and Wally Grace in 1972. 

“Edna is now 94 years old and still has 
fond memories of those Scouting days, 
and keeps in regular contact with my 
parents, often laughing at the antics they 
all got up to. As my father says ‘they were 
the best years of his life’ and still misses 
his great pal Eric. 

“Great friendships were formed during 
these Scouting days, sadly many are not 
with us any more, but for us the memories 
and camaraderie stays with us to this 
day.” 



Tragedy of three 
brothers in arms 

O n the Netteswell and Burnt Mill memorial 
are inscribed the names of three brothers - 
all of whom died during the First World War. 

Corporal Francis Riley, Private Thomas Riley 
and Private Cecil Riley all lived in Burnt Mill 
before enlisting. 

According to War Memorials and War Graves 
in Harlow by Arthur Graham, all three 
brothers were killed within 18 months of each 
other. 

Cecil served in the Fifth Battalion of the East 
Kent Regiment. He died of dysentry on May 13, 
1916 at the age of 18. 

Francis was in the Eight Battalion of the 
Bedfordshire Regiment and died from his 
wounds on February 6,1917. He was 21-years- 
old and married to Ida Riley, according to the 
Commonwealth War Graves Commission. 

Thomas, who served in the Fourth Battallion 
of the Essex Regiment, also died of dysentry at 
the age of 19 on September 2,1915. 

All three brothers, whose parents were 
Arthur and Mary Elizabeth Riley are

Council steps in 


A NEW volunteer group is to be formed to 
safeguard an historic fruit-picking site in 
Sawbridgeworth. 

The future of the Rivers Nursery, which was 
founded in 1725 and has links to Charles 
Darwin, was thrown into doubt after its sup¬ 
porters’ group decided to fold. 

The Orchard Group blamed its closure on 
East Herts District Council’s failure to honour 
a pledge made in 2009 to extend its lease of the 
Rivers Nursery Site. 

The council responded by saying that an 
option notice had been served by the land- 
owner, leaving it with no choice. 

In the meantime the town council has been 
working to save the orchard on a six-acre plot 
on Green Belt land to the west of the town. 

At a full council meeting on Monday mayor 
elect Eric Buckmaster, who also serves as a 
district councillor, thanked the group for its 
hard work over the years. 

He continued: “From last Tuesday morning 
officers and members of this council acted 
with the common purpose of ensuring that an 
active interest group remains in place and 
that as many of the assets as possible be 
secured. 

“Rather than wait for residents to come to us 
we sought out key members of the former 
group. We now believe that we have a critical 
mass of supporters to form a new associa¬ 
tion.” 

A meeting was due to take place yesterday 


to save 
historic 
orchard 

(Wednesday) to discuss the continued use of 
the site. It is hoped the new group will be 
launched in the near future. 

Cllr Buckmaster proposed that each year the 
town mayor take on the additional role of 
championing the orchard. That, he said, would 
leave “no doubt as to how seriously we value 
this nationally important asset”. 

Sawbridgeworth county councillor Roger 
Beeching added: “We can’t emphasise too 
strongly how unique it is - and one doesn’t use 
the word unique lightly. 

“The town council putting their weight 
behind it is enormously important.”

The plane now arriving is a WW2 Dakota

LORRIERS carrying sections of a 
Second World War plane are pic¬ 
tured arriving at North Weald 
Airfield ahead of a two-year res¬ 
toration project. 

Commercial pilot David Petters, 
who has plans to use the DC-3 
Dakota for passenger flights, 
arranged for the aircraft to be 
taken in parts to the airfield from 
RAF Shawbury in Shropshire. 

The restoration will be carried 
out by Dakotair, of which Mr 
Petters is co-director, so the pub¬ 
lic can once again experience fly¬ 
ing in the aircraft. 

The 29-year-old, from Bishop’s 
Stortford, said: “The first word 
that springs to mind when think¬ 
ing about this project is exciting. 
The prospect of bringing passen¬ 
ger flights on the Dakota back to 
the UK is great. 

“The last passenger flight on a 
Dakota was in 2008.” 

The plane was built in Long 
Beach, California, in 1942. It spent 
its first year in Canada before it 
was brought to the UK and, in 
1945, used during Operation 
Varsity - a joint American-British 
operation that took place above 
the River Rhine in Germany. 

It is regarded as the largest air¬ 
borne operation in history, 
involving several thousand air¬ 
craft and more than 16,000 para¬ 
troopers. 

In 1955 the Dakota became a 
cargo carrier. In 2000 it was 



retired from service and moved 
to RAF Shawbury. 

The transportation involved 
multiple companies, including 
Sawbridgeworth crane company 
High Drive Recruitment, and saw 
the plane taken along the M6, Ml, 
M25 and Mil to its new home in 
Essex. 

Mr Petters, who flies 900 hours a 
year for budget airline Ryanair, 
said that around £200,000 would 
have to be spent to get the plane in 
a condition to carry passengers. 

In order to raise funds, Dakotair 
is offering people the chance to 
sponsor a rivet. It is also holding a 
D-day dance in June. 

Once the necessary work has 
been carried out the plane should 
be able to carry 32 people at a 
time, with flights expected to cost 
£75 per person.

The male Cameroon lamb weighed 
11b 4oz (0.57kg) when it came into 
the world at Artisan Rare Breeds in 
Dartford, Kent this week. 

There are fewer than 650 of the 
domesticated animals left in the 
world and the unnamed animal’s 
birth would go some way to helping 
protect the west African species. 


The lamb will only grow to around 
25kg (551b) when it is about three. 

Wayne May, the charity’s director, 
said: “We are ecstatic because it’s 
only the 661st in the world, and we 
are also set to see another two sets 
of twins born here. 

“They are like a dwarf species and 
are extremely small because of the 
type of regions they are used to living 
in. They deal with extreme heat and a 
lack of grass.”

Harlow Council is seeking enthusiastic and community-minded tenants and 
resident leaseholders of Harlow Council to act as Designated Persons on 
behalf of tenants and resident leaseholders as part of the complaints handling 
process. 

This is an important role which has come about as a result of the introduction 
of the Localism Act 2010, and will involve helping to resolve complaints 
against the Council’s Housing Landlord service about housing management, 
repairs, leaseholds, transfers and mutual exchanges. 

The Council has a three-stage internal complaints procedure, which does, in 
most cases, resolve issues. Tenants and leaseholders who are not satisfied 
with the outcome of their complaint after this process can request the 
assistance of the Designated Person who will step in to see if they can find a 
resolution before it is referred to the Housing Ombudsman. 

It is unlikely to require very much of your time. However, it may be necessary 
to work outside of normal working hours. Full training will be available to the 
successful applicant. 

Please note that if you are already involved with Housing Service, for 
example as a member of a standards panel or the Housing Standards Board, 
you will not be eligible to apply.

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Alan gets his 
hands dirty 


TELEVISION gardening guru Alan 
Titchmarsh is looking forward to getting 
his hands dirty at RHS Chelsea Flower 
Show this year. 

Instead of wearing a sharp suit to 
present the show, for the first time in 30 
years, he will be wearing a pair of gloves 
and designing a garden instead. 

Obviously, there's a substantial chance 
it will be rather good, too - not only is 
Titchmarsh one of the country's best- 
known gardening presenters, but back 
in 1985, when Titchmarsh last designed 
a garden at the prestigious Chelsea, he 
was awarded an RHS Gold Medal for his 
Country Kitchen garden. 

He will also be joining forces with 
another RHS Chelsea Flower Show 
Gold Medal winner, Kate Gould, to 
create From The Moors To The Sea - a 
celebration of 50 years of the RHS Britain 
in Bloom campaign, to represent how 
300,000 volunteers help to make Britain 
bloom and explore Alan's relationship 
with horticulture through his life. 

"It's 50 years since I started work as an 
apprentice, so I thought I could either do 
a 1960s-style garden through to the 21st 
century, but the 60s were a bit dull, all 
rose beds and lawns. So I thought, why 
don't I demonstrate where I first started, 
which was the Yorkshire moors, up to 
where I garden now, on the coast on the 
Isle of Wight? 

"So we will be sloping from moorland

at the back, with dry stone walls, coming 
down to a seaside garden at the front. 

It's 50 years of 'my journey', to use the X 
Factor phrase. 

"It's also showing the British Isles and 
its variety. Being a cool temperate set 
of islands, the range we can grow is 
incredibly wide and this will show the 
richness of the British Isles.'' 

He'll be featuring pines, heathers and 
birches from the moorland, through wild 
flowers, down to seaside plants including 
echiums and cabbage palms. It will be 
a 10m by 15m microcosm of British 
gardens and landscapes. 

It sounds great, but how does 
Titchmarsh feel about not presenting the 
Chelsea coverage for the first time in 30 
years? 

Last year Titchmarsh announced he 
was stepping down from the BBC's 
coverage of Chelsea after programme- 
makers offered him a more 'limited' role, 
although he remains RHS vice president 
and first ambassador. 

"[I feel] wonderful,” he insists. "I'm 
putting a show garden together - I've 
done it before and I love doing it. It's 
technically an exhibit but will look like a 
show garden. It's not being judged but 
the same criteria and standard of finish 
will have to be there.”

"I've moved on," he continues. "There 
was disappointment but it's gone, I'm 
over it. There's no point in dwelling on 
things.” 

It's all part of a new beginning for 
Titchmarsh, who began his career as 
that apprentice for llkley Council, before 
becoming the face of BBC2's Gardeners' 
World for six years until 2002. He also 
presented Ground Force, Flow To Be 
A Gardener and several natural history 
series, and has written a number of 


bestselling novels and has a regular slot 
on Classic FM. 

He's had eight years presenting an 
afternoon chat show too, though this is 
also ending after its last run in autumn. 

"It's better to stop doing something 
when you're still regarded as being 
successful, while people are still 
watching, rather than it going off the 
boil. It will be my 15th series in the 
autumn, that's eight years. 

"It's every day. Jonathan Ross and 


Graham Norton do one a week. I do 
five. I thought, let's stop while it's doing 
well.” 

He's certainly got enough else to keep 
him occupied too, with forthcoming TV 
projects including a two-parter about 
the gardens of Buckingham Palace, 
out in December, a new series of Love 
Your Garden in the summer and a series 
called Britain's Best Gardens for ITV, in 
which he explores 30 of Britain's best 
domestic gardens.

ADAPTED from the opening book of 
Veronica Roth's best-selling trilogy 
for young adults, Divergent\s a rites 
of passage story baked to a similar 
recipe as The Hunger Games. 

Neil Burger's film separates a gung- 
ho heroine from the people she loves 
and compels her to undergo a series 
of gruelling challenges, killing fellow 
teenagers to ensure her survival. 

Shailene Woodley, who was 
deservedly nominated for a Golden 
Globe opposite George Clooney in 
The Descendants, is perfectly cast 
as the teenage protagonist who 
leads the rebellion against a corrupt 
system. 

A slow-burning romantic subplot 
ensures the target audience will 
swoon as the heroine suffers 
exquisite pangs of first love, while a 
tub-thumping denouement sets the 
scene for the next two instalments, 
Ireleased in 2015 and 2016 
respectively. 

Futuristic Chicago is divided into 
five factions - Abnegation, Amity, 
Candor, Dauntless and Erudite - 
which exemplify positive aspects of 
the human personality: selflessness, 
cordiality, honesty, intelligence and 
courage. On a specific day each year, 
16-year-olds undergo an aptitude 
test that reveals their destiny. 

Beatrice Prior (Woodley) is 
poised to take that test. She lives in 


Abnegation with her brother Caleb 
(Ansel Elgort) and parents Andrew 
(Tony Goldwyn) and Natalie (Ashley 
Judd) but questions where her 
future lies. The results of her test 
are inconclusive and Tori (Maggie 
Q), who administers the procedure 
behind closed doors, tells the 
16-year-old she is a Divergent. 

Beatrice must hide her status 
because Divergents threaten the 
finely balanced system and are being 
hunted by Jeanine Matthews (Kate 
Winslet), the leader of Erudite. 

When the time comes to choose her 
destiny, Beatrice opts for Dauntless 
and begins rigorous training under 
hunky instructor Four (Theo James). 
But fellow newcomer Peter (Miles 
Teller) takes an immediate dislike to 
Beatrice and attempts to bully her out 
of Dauntless.

THE negotiation process 
when selling a home can 
be tough on sellers ... and 
understandably so. 

Buyers may demand price 
reductions or other 
concessions. Although such 
requests can be irritating, 
it’s important to see them 
as just another part of a 
business transaction. 

When it comes to selling 
your home it can be difficult 
to treat it as just another 
business deal but really, it’s 
not personal. 

The cheeky buyer who 
asks for a whopping 
discount and other 
concessions is usually just 
looking to buy as carefully 
as they can while paying as 
little as they can. 

Sellers need to remember 
that once they’ve entered 
into the negotiating process 
it really isn’t about them 
anymore - it’s about the 
buyer. 

It’s a rare buyer who will 
offer full asking price with 
no negotiation.

As well as getting help from top coaches in 
the USA at the state-of-the-art facilities where 
he studies in Texas, 22-year-old Watts, from 
Harlow, also gets help from the official dieti¬ 
cian of the Dallas Cowboys American football 
team. 

Watts, who competes at 100m, 200m and 
400m, is in the second year of a degree at the 
Texas Christian University, which he chose 
because of its excellent athletics facilities. 

Watts, a former student at Sawbridgeworth’s 
Leventhorpe School, made huge progress in 
England and represented GB at the IAAF 
World Junior Athletic Championships in 
Canada a few years ago. 

But having secured a scholarship at one of 
America’s top universities, fitness, condition¬ 
ing and diet are all part of his daily routine as 
he strives to come back to Britain with all the 
tools to become one of the world’s best ath¬ 
letes. He finishes his studies in 2016. 

Using the state-of-the-art facilities in Texas 
is key, but so is learning about the right foods 
to eat. 

He explained: “As far as my diet, we have a 
dietician called Amy, who is also the dietitian 
for the NFL team, the Dallas Cowboys. 

“She will generally give us plans of what to 
eat during the week, and supplements to take 
if we need them.” 

Watts has been competing in state and 
regional events in America, improving his 
personal best time in the 200m to 20.50 sec¬ 
onds last month, which qualified him for the 
main event of the College calendar in USA: 
the NCAA (National Collegiate Athletic 
Association) in Eugene, Oregon, from June 
11-14. 

His schedule is tough in Texas, but he is 
enjoying his time in the States. 

“Life here is pretty crazy though, my days 
are filled with classes, training and getting 
my body worked on. 

“A standard day would be as follows: 9am 
until 2pm I’m either in class or studying/ 
doing homework and somewhere in the mid¬ 
dle I get my lunch. 

“2pm I go to the treatment room to do some 
stretching and get any little pains I have 
worked on to try to get my body feeling good 
for practise. 

“3pm practise starts and lasts until 6pm. 
6pm I go shower and eat, then anywhere 
between 7-9pm I spend with tutors getting 
extra work done for my classes. 

“As you can see its a very, very busy schedule 
and most weekends are even taken up by rac¬ 
ing so I don’t get huge amounts of time to 
myself. 


“The training is very different to back home. 
Instead of the four times a week I was doing 
back home, I am now on six days a week, hav¬ 
ing Monday, Wednesday and Friday as my 
double days where I do weights as well as 
run.” 

He explained: “The training is a lot more 
focused on speed work, we do less quantity 
and more quality work. It’s very specific and 
focused on speed. 

“As for my training partners, they are all 
very, very good and push me hard in training 
which is great, we have a professional athlete 
that trains with us, Charles Silmon, who I 
actually managed to beat in the 200m this 
past Friday (March 21) at our university’s 
home meet. 

“But he won the [USA] national champion¬ 
ships last year in the 100m in 9.89 seconds, so 
as you can tell he’s obviously very good.” 

After completing his indoor season, Watts is 
now starting the outdoor season and has high 
hopes for 2014. 

Speaking after he beat his PB for the 200m, 
he said: “I’m still shocked that I managed to 


open my season with 20.50, even for a wind- 
aided time that’s much better than I even 
expected I’d run this year, so I’m really happy 
to see that all my efforts are paying off. 
Especially after a rocky indoor season.” 

Last weekend Watts competed in Austin for 
the Texas Relays, which is a huge event in this 
state. 

TCU were first in their 4x100m heat, clock¬ 
ing 40.00, but were unable to complete the 
final when a team-mate was injured. 

In the 4x400m, they won their heat, and in 
the final Watts raced against his former GB 
team mate, Dannish Walker Khan (compet¬ 
ing for LUI Brooklyn). Watts’ team was third. 

Speaking prior to the race he explained: 
“This usually has a huge stadium full of fans 
which will be a really great experience as I 
will have never run for a crowd so big. 

“I have high hopes for this season after such 
a great opener, my plan is to just keep working 
hard, doing everything my coach asks of me 
and my aim is to make it to the national 
championships. From then on who knows 
what will happen.”

He hopes to study at college in America and 
his dream is to play for a top NBA side in the 
States.
